Any other notary public who 
de­ 
sires to volunteer bis services to help 
out the claimants by

their 
acknowledgments free 
should 
tele­ 
phone to the Register, and a list of 
the volunteers will be published to­ 
morrow. 
Answering Questions 
Many questions are being asked of 
the members of the exemption board 
that is sitting at the courthouse. 
To­ 
day a large number of affidavit blanks 
was handed out by the board. 
No ac­ 
ceptances for service can be made un 
til after the physical examinations be 
gin. 
When a man is passed by the 
physicians, if he has no

airmen for sheer audacity in the 
amazing list of

heralding the

Flanders offensive. 
The youngster swept far over 
the enemy 
territory 
and 
then 
swooped back, flying within a few’ 
feet of the ground. 
He spied a 
detachment of German infantry 
crossing a bridge and 
promptly 
let loose with Ills machine gun. 
Utterly disregarding the hail of 
rifle fire they turned upon him, 
he circled back and forth, barely 
over their heads, his machine gun 
rattling away. 
He saw four or 
five corpses before the Germans 
gave way and sou gilt shelter in 
nearby 
ditches. 
The 
airman 
snooped around a 
little 
more, 
found his quarry too 
well 
cov­ 
ered up 
and them winged blithe­ 
ly on his way. 
SWOOPS OVER MOTOR 
Next he swooped over an open 
motor car on a wide road, letting 
loose his machine gun fire at an 
officer in the tonneau. 
The ma­ 
chine turned into a side road and 
its driver opened wide the throt­ 
tle. 
The officer turned 
against 
his adversary, a few feet 
aloft, 
and began firing with his 
auto­ 
matic revolver. 
Tile “war baby” felt lie would 
not lie so unsportsmanlike u h to 
return the officer’s feeble pistol 
fire with his machine gun, so he 
stopped the latter and from the 
air staged a revolver duel with 
the flying enemy. 
Suddenly tile 


automobile was jammed to a st op. 
The British plane, fifty feet above 
and twenty-five feet behind, could 
not stop, but the aviator hurried­ 
ly circled back. 
Then lie saw his 
adversary being hurriedly 
drag­ 
ged into a house. 
Meanwhile, a 
perfect rain of anti-aircraft shells 
and machine gun bullet's spat all 
about the place. 
The pilot tw irl­ 
ed around a few times, shot up in­ 
to tile skies, disappeared Into the 
clouds and by and by came home 
unharmed. 
FLY AT LOW A L T IT U D E S 
Nearly all of the aerial fighting 
on the day of aviation wonders, 
of which the foregoing was just 
an incident, was at altitudes 
of 
less than 200 feet. 
The clouds 
hung so low that flying had to be 
at this b vel if tile 
aviators 
ex­ 
pected to Hee anything. 
One fight 
c lose to tile trenches began 200 
feet aloft and ended at ’>0, when 
tile Britisher forced the German 
to turn and 
side-slip 
down 
to 
dcath. 
Another British aviator 
impu­ 
dently 
ran 
his 
machine 
along 
the ground of German aerodromes 
behind the lines, 
actually 
firing 
his machine gun through the open 
doors of the sheds. 
Raising again 
he dropped 
bombs 
over 
three 
sheds and silenced the enemy ma­ 
chine guns and 
"Archies."

same pilot 
mac hine-gunned 
two 
German officers riding 
along 
a 
road on horseback and later dis­ 
pensed a column of 2'tti troops an I 
crashed down one of two enemy 
planes that rose to do him bat­ 
tle.

SACRAMENTO, Aug. 3.—The open­ 
ing of deer season in the coast range 
mountains on August I is bringing 
many inquiries to Frank M. Newbert, 
president of the State Fish and Game 
Commission, regarding

new law 
permitting the transportation of deer 
from an open to a closed district.

His 
death cam e as a thunderbolt from a 
clear sky on July 30th, 1917. 
He was 
at the zenith of his usefulness— for he 
was only 61 years of age—but his work 
is done. 
He has laid down life’s work­ 
ing tools. 
Today we find “no designs 
drawn on his trestie-board.” 
No lawyer had a higher conception 
of the ideals of our profession than lie. 
He ever preached and practiced the 
highest ideals and insisted 
on 
tile 
m aintenance of the best traditions of 
our profession. 
In that continual warfare ‘‘with the 
lying deceits and vanities 
of 
this 
world,” in which it is necessary for 
the citizen who stands out for civic 
righteousness to be always engaged, 
Mr. Keech was never found except in 
the ranks of the faithful. 
For nearly a third of a century he 
has practiced his profession at this 
bar. 
His home was witli 
us. 
He 
raised his family here. 
He was in 
truth one of us. 
He was not claimed 
by our profession only. 
He belonged 
to tins entire community during bis 
life. 
We have tried cases botli with 
him and against him. 
None is there 
who can truthfully say that lie was 
not always a painstaking and able as­ 
sociate or a worthy opponent, as well 
as a dangerous adversary, but one who 
always "played the game square.” 
He was president

the tragic ending of a most useful life. 
We all admired him as a lawyer and 
loved him as a hum.

General A. A. Brussiloff was a “hold­ 
over” in the Russian army from tile 
old monarchial dayu. 
He was

heard of as the Russian army com ­ 
mander in Galicia in 1914, when he 
occupied Halicz, 
September 
2. 
In 
April. 1916, he 
succeeded 
General 
Ivanoff as commander of the south­ 
eastern arm ies and a s s u c h directed 
the Russian drive on this front a few 
mon qui later. 
When the 
revolution 
overturned 
autocracy in Russia, Brussiloff pledg­ 
ed allegiance to the new order, but 
resigned his command May 14, 1917. 
Three weeks later he was named com ­ 
mander in chief, succeeding General 
Alexioff. 
General Korniloff is peasant bom 
and rose to his rank through uheer 
military ability.

stood still while a beet wagon backed 
against him, and crushed the life out 
of him. 
The accident occurred yesterday aft­ 
ernoon at 4 o’clock on Ed Goiter’s 
ranch near Westminster. 
Thompson 
bas been In this country from Ger­ 
many, where he was born and where 
his relative* live, for six years. 
Re- 
em tly he has been employed on Goi­ 
ter's ranch as a teamster and swamp 
er. I 
Goiter has been hauling his beets 
to the dump with a tractor. 
Several 
wagons have been chained together, 
after they had been collected in the 
fields by teams, and tile train has 
been taken 
away 
by 
the 
tractor, 
.lam*i* Huffman, 
a 
teamster, 
was 
bringing up a load of beets, and was 
backing it. up to the front of the last 
wagon that had been attached to a 
train, yesterday about 4 o'clock. 
It 
was Thompson’s business to fasten 
th 
two wagons together after Huff­ 
man had backed into position. 
Thompson stood just in front of the 
wagon train when Huffman began to 
back. 
Goiter was standing near. 
He 
noticed that Thompson seemed to be 
abstracted, oblivious to the fact that 
the. be t wagon was moving toward 
hint. 
Goiter called to Thompson to look 
out. 
Thompson did not move. 
Goiter 
yelled a second time, but Thompson 
did not move. .lust that second Huff­ 
man 'n wagon struck him, and he was 
crushed against the front of the other 
wagon. 
The man's skull and head 
were crushed, and death was instan­ 
taneous. 
To the coroner, the circumstances 
were explained fully, and exoneration 
followed for Huffman and Goiter. 
Those who had been working with 


Thompson said that he had been act­ 
ing peculiar and 
unusual 
all 
day. 
Often his mind seemed to be far away. 
At the beet dump it was his business 
to bring up another wagon when one 
had been dumped. 
On two or three 
occasions he did not respond to the 
signal. 
He merely sat or stood still 
and apparently had to be aroused. 
Thompson is said to have had some 
difficulty over some property that he 
owmed in Texas, and it is known that 
he was worrying over the matter. He 
was among those drawn for early ex­ 
amination in Exemption District No. 
2, and had no exemption 
claims 
to 
make. 
However, he was not likely to 
be drafted Into the army, for he was 
still a citizen of Germany, although he 
had taken out his 
first 
papers 
of 
naturalization. 
He had expressed no 
worry over the situation between the 
United States pnd Germany, In which 
Country all of his relatives live.
